TWIN FALLS - A lone gunman made off with an 
undetermined amount of cash In a Monday afternoon 
robbery at a downtown TwinFalls bank. 

By late Monday night, Twin Falls police had 
released few details about the robbery at Idaho Bank 
and Trust, 220 Shoshone St. E. Police officers said that 
the disclosure of some details could hinder their 
Investigation. 

. Both police and bank officials refused to disclose 
the amountof money taken. 

But one eyewitness described the gunman as being 
about 5- fwt-7,ofj pedlwn build and dressed In a sweat 
-sWrtr-Urae jeans and white tennis shoes. The 
gunman's face was hidden behind a ski mask, but by 
.the sound of his voice, he appeared to be in his 
mid-20s, the witness said. 
No pictures of the robbery were taken. The bank 



,,i office was not equipped with closed-circuit sur- 
veillance equipment, according to Barbara Ddmore, 
the assistant bank manager. 

The eyewitnessrwho asked not to be Identf fled.-gave- 

■ this account of the robbery: - ' 

He was leaving the bank at approximately 4:12p.m. 
when the gunman entered the building's doorway, 
armed with what appeared to be a sawed-off rifle. 

The gunman ordered the witness back into the bank 
and reportedly fired his gun at the man's feet. "He 
said, 'Get back, or I'll kill you.""

INDIAN SPRINGS, Nev: (UPI) - Four"Air Force" 
Thunderblrd Jets, practicing a , "line abreast loop" 
maneuver, nosed into the desert floor and burst into 
flames Monday. 
' All four fliers were killed. 

Two witnesses reported seeing the jets nose Into the 
desert, one after the other, side by side. 

"I saw the first one hit, there was a ball of flames — just 
llktanapalm'bpmb," Tom Sullivan, a heavy-equipment . 
operntor, said. He added the lead plane crashed first 
followed within seconds by the three others. 

The jets were streaking at 200 to 350 knots when they 
slammed into the desert, authorities said. 

It was the worst single accident Jn the history of the 

preci sion mi litary f lying team. It b rought to I B the 

number of ThundcrElrd avlators killcd since Ihe forma- 
tion of the group in 1953. * 

Maj. Gen. James Gregory said the pilots were practic- 
ing mnneuvers over the Indian Springs Auxiliary Station 
In preparation for the 87-show, 1982 season. Two others 
pilots, who were to have performed in solo roles with the 
tour-plane unit, were practicing some miles awny over 
Nellls Air Fofle Base at the time of the tragedy.

Eyewitness accounts indicated the planes had com* 
pleted the loop and were diving earthward when the T-38 
Talons slammed Into the 'desert. From the air, four, 
charred streaks show where the planes struck and burned 
trails across the desert bide by side. 

The fatal maneuver called for the Thunder-birds to 
streak about 100 fem above the ground, side by side. The 
pilots then rapidly climb to several thousand feet, losing 
some speed nt the top of the loop, and then dive earthward

Gregory, commander of the Tactical Weapons Fighter 
Center, said the maneuver "was not the most difficult 
maneuver." He said It was difficult to judge which point or 
the maneuver was the most critical. 

He said the Thunderblrds had been practicing for the 
1982 show season since October. Gregory said that, 
because of the tragedy, it was too early to determine when 
or If the season would begin. 

He said a board of Investigators would seek to 
determine ihe cause of the crash. 

Another witness, Jim Kelso, a motorist from Ojal, 
Calif,, said, "Right before the. crash they- were- going up ■ 



and then were rolling on a dive down to the ground. Just as 
they pulled out of the dive all four of them hit the ground. 
The instant they hit we knew they were dead." 

Sullivan, from Boulder City, Nev., said "The pilot 
farthest to the east hit the ground first and the other three 
followed within a tenth of a second flying in formation. 
They did not collide with each otherTThey didn't pull up 
fast enough."

Generally, industrial-revenue bonds 
are attractive to investors because 
Idaho-Associaiton^of-Chambers-of — they are exempt from federal taxes. 



Commerce apparently remedies 
■many of the concerns cited by oppo- 
nents to revenue bonding. 

This type of bonding is being sought 
as a source of low-Interest loans for 
both new and existing businesses 
seeking to invest in equipment or 
expand. 



But one of the primary stumbling 
blocks for Issuing Industrial bonds, a 
proposition that has been repeatedly 
unsuccessful with Idaho lawmakers In 
the past, concerned alleged abuses by' 
large retail firms. 

One opponent. Sen. Dean Van 
Engelen, R-Burley, continually has 



said that large retail firms - like 
Kmart and McDonald's, which fre- 
quently use Industrial bonds - dis- 
place existing businesses without 
bringing In', additional employees or 
new monev. 

To overcome this objection, the 
chambers' proposal" "specifically 
names the types of buslnessesjhat 
could receive revenue bonds, thereby" 
eliminating retail firms. 

"We absolutely don't want to get 
retailing In. this Issuance of bonds," 
said BUI Burns, the stale chamber 
president. "We've talked to the 
various business organizations, and 
oil of them, even the Idaho Retailers 



Association, say they don't want re- 
tailing Included in the bonding." 

Idaho Is the only state that does not 
offer Industrial-revenue bonding. 

The types or businesses that would 
be eligible for bonding Include 
manufacturing, processing, 
warehousing and solid-waste dispos- 
al. 

— Ateoexcludcd in the chambers' plan 
Is electricity production and distribu- 
tion. This means that revenue bonds 
could not be Issued for cogeneratlon 
projects. 

This area has posed a second hurdle 
to passage of Industrial-revenue bon- 
ding. And while Idaho Power Co. 
spokesmen Insisted Monday that they 



arc taking a "no-stand position" on 
the chambers' draft, some legislators 
say the fact that the chambers' plan 
excludes power generation means it 
has a better chance to pass.

"They think they have a very good idea of where Ihc 
recorders are," McAdams said after the dally evening 
meeting of the Investigative team.

Courage stretched bounds of fantasy

If indeed It was he who lost his life while saving 
others tiwthefflSien Potomac River, then Arland 
Williams la the final minutes of his 46, years 
became a hero whose courage stretched the 
boundaries of fantasy. 

"He was terrified of water and could not swim," 
his fiancee said Monday. 

Williams died Wednesday In the bitter water, 
drowning In the Potomac after Air Florida Flight 90 
crashed. 

The heroism of the man who repeatedly passed a 
helicopter lifeline lo five'others who lived through 
Wednesday's Air Florida crash in Washington is 
well known by now. The only uncertainty Is his 
Identity. He disappeared beneath the Icy river 
before he could be pulled to safety. 

Subject to confirmation^ the evidence available 
Indicates strongly that Arland Williams was the 
man. The police helicopter crew's description of 



the lost hero fits Williams, 46, a federal bank 
examiner who worked in the Atlanta office of the 
Federal Reserve Board. He was the son of a banker 
from Mattoon, III., and had been president of -the 

■ Ifirst Community Bank of-Boca Raton, Flo. He Is 
the disaster's only victim known to have died by 
drowning. / 

His actions might have been understandable in a 
strong, confident, expert swimmer, but that doesn't 

, fit Williams at all. To his fiancee, Carol Biggs of 
Thomosvllie, Ga., and to her brother, Bill Maddox 
of Clearwater, Flo„Jhcy_are equally understan- 
dable In Williams. ' 

"There is no doubt In my mind that he wouldn't 
have looked after himself first and left the others to 
fend for themselves," Biggs, 35, said In a telephone 
interview Monday. "Everyone .from Washington, 
Atlanta, Thomasvllle, ' Texas, St. Petersburg, 
Tampa, Illinois - everyone who knew Arland even 
slightly, all immediately thought it had to be him. 

"l.can'l think of one time fa the 10 months I knew 

him that he thought of himself first.'' 
In Clearwater, on the day after Christmas, 



Williams and Blggsdecided lo marry. They set no 
date. Williams lived in an apartment In Atlanta. 
They planned to find housing adequate lor the two 
of them and Biggs' son Glenn, 11. Williams' 
children, Arland III and Leslie, 14 and 17, live wilh 
their mother. , 

In the days before the crash of Air Florida Flight 
90, Williams had been examining a bank In Tampa. 
He went to Washington to discuss a problem with 
an executive In Federal Reserve Board head- 
quarters and was returning to Tampa when the 
jlajieJuU V fts h i n gt nn's nth .Street-Bridge and fell - 
Into the Potomac. - 

Biggs was in her office Wednesday when she 
decided to watch the 6 p.m. news on television. 
Learning of the crash, she called Williams' hotel. 
He had checked out. In Atlanta, she reached a 
friend who knew Williams was scheduled on the Air 
Florida flight. 

Bill Maddox heard the same broadcast. He knew 
Williams was flying to Tampa that day. He figured 
the odds against his friend being on that plane were 
astronomical and put the thought out ofhls mind.

There Is a feeling by some people In the country 
that the present Justice Department is soft on civil 

dghts^ndjstryjng to turn back the dock on 

progress made uTuWHeTaTweTthepast 20 years. 

This is not true. Just the other day a lawyer in the 

Justice Department wentin to see his supervisor 

"Sir, there seems lobe a groupof people in the 
South that is going to bring back slavery , I think 
we'd better get on It right away." 

"What's the rush, Pettibone? There's no sense 
jumping into these things unless we know we're on 
solid legal ground. Now you say these people arc 
going to bring back slavery. What side are you 
proposing the Justice Department take?" 

"The anti-slavery side, sir. It's our duty to derend 
the Constitution which Is the law of the land, and 
the Constitution says you can't have slaves." 

"That's true, Pettibone, but there are other 
constitutional amendments which must be 
considered, suclt as states rlghls.'Now don't get me " 
wrong. I'm not for slavery. I abhor It and always 
have. But I cannot allow my personal feelings to get 
involved In a sensitive matter such as this. The- 
legal question we must ask is, would slavery violate 
the civil rights of those who are being enslaved?" 

"Of course ft would. A slave doesn't have any

"Is there anything In this Civil Rights Bill that 
specifically forbids someone from owning a 
slave?"

Plan would eliminate most OSHA inspections 



Voluntary health, safety programs? 



.WASHINGTON (UPI) -.Regular 
federal inspections of workplaces 
could be replaced by voluntary com- 
pany health and safety programs 
under a proposal Issued Monday by 
the Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration. 

The proposal, on which the Labor 
-Departmeri t is aski ng p ub lic c um' 
ment, envisions the elimination of (he 
general OSHA inspection for 
authorized firms, but would retain 
Inspections where Imminent dangers 
exist or fatalities and Injuries occur. 

Assistant Labor Secretary Thome 
Auchter, who heads OSHA, said the 
best people to eliminate workplace 
hazards are employers and 
employees. 



"With only 1,200 Inspectors to cover 
3 million workplaces, OSHA cannot 
possibly Inspect all of the nation's 
workplaces regularly." Auchter 
added. 

Auchter said federal inspectors 
"would remain available to cany out 
their safe ty and health man date." 

"But twth^abtn^HiRrTnGnaBerMiir" 
know their industry and its potential 
dangers better than the federal gov- 
ernment," he said. "Through these 
voluntary programs, OSHA hopes to 
encourage more timely elimination ol 
workplace hazards," 

Most of (he programs arc designed 
primarily for large and mid-sized 
businesses, but the agency said it is 
also looking Into possible use of trade 



or professional associations to cover 

small businesses. 

"The use of employee-management 
committees mayjiot bo practical for 
the smaller employers because of the 
difficulty in sparing workers to spend 
time on safety and health matters," 
the OSHA announcement said. 



Auchter said OSHA expects to 
conduct several pilot programs for 
the first year. 

"As currently envisioned, OSHA. 
may choose not to conduct general 
schedule Inspections In firms which 
are authorized to participate In one of 
these pilot projects," the announce- 
ment said. A liaison would be 
assigned to each project. 



Under the plan, when a complaint of 
an unsafe or unheal thful condition is 
received by OSHA, the agency would 
advise the worker of the program and 
encourage use of the internal com- 
plaint system. If the worker wished, 
he or she could revert lo the routine 
procedure, and also could appeal a 
-decision by theinteniai^term — 

Tho agency said fatalities and Inju- 
ries would continue to be subject to 
OSHA Inspection and OSHA would' 
retain the right to issue citations. 

But, It added, "If hazards were 
cited, OSHA would give consideration 
to the good faith demonstrated by 
participation in these programs when 
calculntingpenaltlcs." 



New solar collector 
developed in GE lab 



NEW YORK (UPI) - General 
Electric Co. Monday announced in- 
vention of a solar collector that can 
gather up to three times more beat 
from the sun during a northern U.S.

devices. 

GE said the inexpensive, light 
weight collector — still In laboratory 
stages — uses vacuum tubes and Is 
highly effective in freezing weather 
when clouds block out three fourths of 
normal solar radiation in the U.S. 
Northeast. 

Used with GE's rolling cylinder 
heat storage device, the collector 
could supply 100 percent of the space 
heating needs of well-Insulated homes 
In all areas of the continental United 

■StatesTQ&sahx; — 

1 Principal Inventor Carlyle S. Her- 
rlck, an engineer at GE's Research 
and Development Center, said the 
new design's efficiency and low cost 
could make installation and operation 
economically attractive to homeown- 
ers. 

Herrick said the device's ability to 
collect beat In both sunny and cloudy ' 
weather greatly reduces both Its area 
size and the amount of storage neces- 
sary. 

The collector also can be used for 
summertime cooling since tests in- 



dicate It can maintain the high tem- 
peratures (above 1B0 degrees Fahr- 
enheit) required to operate 
absorption-type air conditioners. 

The cover of the GE unit consists of 
a rectangular panel made up of clear, 
cylindrical vacuum tubes — similar to 
standard fluorescent lighting units — 
fastened together sldeby Bide. 

Conventional collectors usually are 
made of Insulated boxes with flat 
glass or plastic covers to admit sun's 
rays, and absorbers to transfer the 
heat to circulating air, water or other 
liquids.
